The improve- 
ment is so marked that the physicians say 
that within three or four days, unless there 
shall be a relapse, they Will be willing to an- 
nounce that he is beyond danger, and that 
the members of the Cabinet who had made 
arrangements for vacations can safely leave. 
The pulse, temperature, and respiration are 
daily more nearly approaching the normal 
standard. The fever does not increase dur- 
ing the day so much as usual, but the most 
encouraging sizii of returning strength is 
the fact that the President is begin- 
ning to eat. It might almost be 
said to eat heartily, and that he enjoys his 
food and assimilates it. The ability to build 
the President up on account of a naturally 
weak stomach has been feared. That suffi- 
ciently seems to have been overcome.

The 
discharge from the wound continues 
to be normal in quantity and ap- 
pearance, and, from the fact that 
the drainage tube cannot be pushed farther 
than three inches and a half into the wound 
without, encounterimg resistance, it is in- 
ferred that the pus all comes from that part 
ot the bullet's track which lies between the 
external surface of the body and the ribs, and 
that the depths of the wound have closed. 
THIS AF TERNOON 

was a very comfortable one for the President. 
He did not talk aay, but remained easily and 
quietly on his bed. He took a little sleep. 
At one time he had his eyes closed And ap- 
peared to be sleeping. Suddenly be opened 
thew and said to Col. Rockwell, who was by 
his bed:

His breathing is perfectly. free and easy.

AN EYE-WITNESS. 
HE DETAILS THE ROBBERY.

DAVENPORT, la., July 16.—One of the eye- 
witnesses of the robbery of the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific passenger train last 
night was Mr. C. H. Murray. the express 
messenger. He came in on his regular run 
at 11 o’clock this morning, looking a good 
deal the worse for his encounter with the 
desperadoes. Mr. Murray has been in the ex- 
press business for fifteen years. The last 
six years he has been running’ on the South- 
western Division of the Rock Island, between 


Davenport and Kansas City. Your repre- 


sentative called upon Mr. Murray at his 
home, No. 520 Ninth street, this afternoon, 
and found him lying upon the sofa. In an- 


swer to your correspondent’s request he de- 


tailed 
THE FOLLOWING ACCOUNT: 

“We get our stuff at Kansas City, but on 
last night we had a very light trip of both 
money and freight,—lighter than usual. We 
had seven bars of silver bullion, weighing 
about 150 pounds apiece. At Cameron, Mo., 
we worken the Atchison train, giving and 
receiving freight at that station. At Winston 
the baggageman took on some freight, but 
no express business was done there. We 
pulled out of Winston, Conductor William 
Westfall jumping on the head end of the 
smoking-car to go through the train for 
tickets, as he always does. We left Winston 


about on time, 9:30 o’clock. Being in the ex- 
press-car I did not see what transpired in 
the smoker, but a passenger told me as 
follows:

and, approaching the conductor as he came 
along, said: Lou are my prisoner.” The

OFFICIAL DISPATCHES TO THE RAILROAD

The robbery of the Rock Island train near 
Winston Station, Mo., Friday night was one 
of the boldest outrages ever committed in 
that crime-stained section, where the James 
and Younger brothers have held undisputed 
sway for so many years. The Rock Island 
officials feel pretty sure that the James 
brothers were the leaders of the gang which 
robbed their train Friday night and killed 
two of their men. They believe that the ban- 
dits dia not care so much for the plunder as 
they did to wreak vengeance upon Conduct- 
He was a conductor on the 
Hannibal & St. Joe when the James brothers 
attacked and robbed a train on that road, and 
he had charge of the train which carried the 
Pinkerton posse which was sentin pursuit 
of the robbers. He was with the party that 
killed one of the James brothers and threw 
a bombshell into their mother’s house which 
wounded her severely, and from the effects 
of which she afterwards died. 

It appears from the accounts received here 
yesterday that at about 9 o'clock Friday 
night at the first station west of Winston, 
the train was boarded by some ten or fifteen 
men. They were thought to be ordinary 
passengers, and no special notice was taken 
of them. Just east of Winston Station and 
about ten es east of Cameron, the train 
suddenly pped. Conductor Westfall 
stepped off the train to ascertain the cause of 
the stoppage. But he had barely got off 
when the train moved on again, and he went 
back to the smoking-car. Just as he was 
about entering the car he was confronted 
by two men who had been standing 
on the platform, one of whom at once leveled. 
his revolver at him and fired, the ball pass- 
ing through his arm. Terror-stricken, the 
conductor ran through the smoker to escape 
from his assailants, who pursued him close- 
ly, and fired two more shots at him, both of 
which took effect, and upon reaching the 
rear platform of the smoker he fell down 
and expired without uttering a word.

When 
we stopped at Cameron, Mo. (a point eleven 
miles southwest of Winston), where we had 
supper, two men got on and took seats in the 
sleeping-car, and soon engaged in an alterca-: 
tion with the conductor on the subject of 
fare. About eleven miles this si of 
Cameron (Winston), several more pas- 
sengers got in, the conductor 
made the remark that he was 
afraid there was going to be trouble. There 
was something in the manner of the man 
who made a fuss about the fare, he said, 
which made him think that mischief was 
brewing. We had not gone three-quarters 
of a mile after we left this stoppage-place 
when the trouble began. Some one stepped 
up from the platform in front of the smok- 
ing-car and laid his hand on Conductor West- 
fall’s shoulder, as he was standing in the 
front part of the car, and said to him, You 
are my prisoner.” The conductor dodged 
down and ran further into thecar. At this 
time there were already three armed men in 
the car, and when the one who had spoken 
to the conductor followed him in there were 
four. As he did so this one fired at the con- 
ductor twice, the first time with the revolver 
which he held in his right hand. The ball 
struck the right sleeve of the conductor’s 
coat, tearing it from a little above the wrist 
to past the elbow, where it entered the arm. 
The man fired the other revolver, and the

Two of the robbers shortly after boarding 
the train made their way to the engine, and, 
by holding their revolvers at the engineer’s 
head, forced him to obey their com- 
mands while their accomplices carried 
on their work of robbery and mur 
der. None of the passengers were 
molested nor were the mails tampered with. 
As soon as the robbers had fled the two dead 
bodies were taken aboard, and after a deten- 
tion of about thirty minutes the-train went 
on to Trenton. The Rock Island officials feel 
quite certain that Westfall was either shot 
out of revenge by the James gang or for fear 
that he might know and identify some of the 
robbers. There could have been no other 
cause for killing him, as he might just as 
well have been intimidated as were the engi- 
neer and messenger. 

McMillan, who was also killed, was em- 
ployed by the Rock Island Company as a 
stone-masen, and was at work at a place 
called Dog’s Creek, just east of Winston. 

A reward of $5. has been offered by the 
Rock Island Railroad Company for the capt- 
ure of the robbers, and no stone will be left 
unturned to bring the dastardly bandits 
to justice. The Rock Island managers say 
it a disgrace to the State of Missouri 
that such crimes continually recur in that 
section of the State where this last outrage 
was committed; and laws were 
properly executed that part of the State 
would 68 safe as other portions of the 
country.

Review, the mouthpiece of the thoughtful 
and educated Tories, contains a remarkable 
article on the subject of {yee trade in En- 
gland, the purpose of whicltis to show that 
British mauufactures are detlining, and that 
foreign manufacturers are successfully com- 
petine in the English markets.

The average earnings of workingmen are 
recklesly understated. The class which re- 
ceives $500 per annum foreach able-bodied 
man in this country excludes all the skilled 
mechanics and ‘artisans, the greater portion 
of clerks and bookkeepers, the mass of men 
engaged in the different professions, and, in- 
deed, is limited to thosé who do manual 
labor of the lowest grade, without the help 
of any capital, any skill, or any brains. It is 
about equally ridiculous and unjust to set up 
such a class as the representative of Ameri- 
can farmers and artisans. ‘The estimate of 
an average of $1,000 earnings per annum for 
the laboringmen of America would be none 


too high, including the farmers and skilted 


wo We don’t mean that the average 
farmer sells $1,000 of products every year, 


because he only sells his surplus after feed- 


ing himself and family; the gtoss products 
of the average American farm, live-stock in- 
cluded, are worth more than that sum. 

Aside from palpable misrepresentation, 
however, the inference which the Socialists 
draw as to tke employment of wealth is al- 
together unwarranied, They treat capital- 
ists uniformly as the natural enemies of 


labor, and ignore the function which capital 
always 2 when it is actively en- 


gazed in productive enterprise. The man 
with an thcome of $10,000 a year. owning 
twenty able-bodied laborers,” contributes to 
the support of that number in the great ma- 
jority of cases. If he merely spends his in- 
come, he distributes it among the laboring 
people who build his handsome residence, 
who are engaged in making the good clothes 
his family wears, who supply his household 
with their various wants, who serve him and 
his family directly and indirectly. If he em- 
ploys the surplus of his income in businéss, 
as is usually the case, the distribution goes 
on with some variation, and he continues to 
share his resources with others, drawing out 
for himself only the subsistence during his 
natural life which the laborer obtains.

Because, if he did, his en 
would come to a stand-still. He would no 
longer be able to give increased employment 
and to asume all the risks and guarantee a 
division of the profits among the great com- 
munity working with him as well as 
for him. Losses in any one quarter 
would cripple him so that his usefulness as 
organizer and guardian of a great laboring 
community ‘would be lost. But he “ divides” 
in another way. If there be a surplus of 
this year’s profit over what he distributes 
among 50,000 employés of, say, five millions 
of doliars, be takes in 5,000 new partners 
next year for the purpose of still enlarging 
the scope of his business, and building, equip- 
ping, and operating new railroads, and thus 
divides that surplus among the working 
classes. This process goes on as long as 
success follows in the case of even so selfish 
and absorbing’a capitalist as Jay Gould, and 
all he secures for himself out of the process 
is bis food and clothes, with considerably 
less of personal comfort, contentment, and 
happiness than the humblest of his workmen 
enjoys. He works harder than any of them. 
The aggression of capital offers no menace 
to the working classes so longas it coutinues 
to be employed for mutual benefit. Even 
when Vanderbilt purchases thirty millions 
of Government securities, he releases just 


| that amount of capital for others to invest in 


productive enterprises. Nearly all the rich 
men in the United States are employing in- 
creasitig numbers of men in carrying on their 
expanding works. | 

The capitalists are busy opening up new 
coal and iron mines, builaing new factories, 
furnaces, and warehouses, ral lruads and cars, 
getting out lumber, brickmaking, and stone- 
quarrying; and they are obliged in ail these 
enterprises to employ more and more men. 
and, the demand being active, wages constant- 
ly advance. . These eu ployers, instead of be- 
ing masters ant their workmen “ slaves,” are 
practically nothing but planning, directing, 
buying, and selling agents of the masses of 
men who work under their directions. The 
hope of profit is what keeps them to the en- 

ise day and night, watching over it and 
taking care of It. 

It the tendency of wealth in this country 
werd to take possession of the land in vast 
tracts for renting purposes looking to the 
oppression of the farmers by rack-rents and 
extortions, then there would be some cats 
tor alarm. But 80 long as capitalists confine 
their investments to stpeks and bonds, rail- 
roads, manufactories, shipping, merchandise, 
banking, and the like they cannot monopolize 
the basis of the country’s prosperity, nor in- 
cfease their wealth except by employing la- 


bor to handle it in reproductive enterprises. 


So long as capital shali continue to be active- 
ly employed the condiiion of the working 
classes will always be better during a season 
of prosperity when rich men are making 
money than during a season of adversity, 
when rich men are becoming poorer.

JEFF DAVIS ON $ fA (8-307 an sten tr. 

Jefferson Davis has revived for the moment 
by his book entitled The Rise and Fall of 
the Confederate Guvernment ” a discussion 
of the well-worn theme of State vs. National 
Sovereignty. It is well understood by ver- 
sons familiar with the subject that it would 
never have obtained the slightest prominenee 
but for the existence of human slavery iu 
sixteen States. State-sovereignty was need- 
ed as a defense and bulwark for that institu- 
tion. The affirmation of it meant in reality 
only that the States were sovereign in all 
that regarded slavery; that they had the 
sovereign power.to keep it at home and ex- 
tend it abroad; that they could dissolve the 
Union on account of it if they saw fit, and 
divide the National domain among them- 
selves in proportion to their numbers if the 
slavehoiders required it. 

Practically, the doctrine of State-sovereizn- 
ty was snuffed out by the Civil War. Theo- 
retically, it has sufvived in the minds of a 
few Bourbons and impracticable visionaries 
who were taught to belleve it by their fore 
fathers. There is no sense ih which States 
can be truly “sovereign ’’ without exclud- 
ing the idea of National sovereignty. A 
State may be in alimited sense an impertum 
in imperio; but if once it is admitied to have 


| the power to dissolve its superior and the 


source of its authority, it is, in that admis- 
sion, conceded to be the only true suvereignh, 
and the final depository of political power. | 
In a very interesting article reviewing Mr. 
Davis’ book, in a late number of the Dial, 
Mr. William Henry Smith makes a quota- 
tion from Daniel Webster, which goes to the 
root of the whole subject. Mr. Webster sald: 


Is it not doing strange violence to language to 
call a league or a compact between suverecign 
powers a guvernment? The Government of a 
State is that vrganizauon in which the political 
wer resides. It is the political beme created 
y the Constitution or fuudamental law. The 
broad and cicar differente between a govern- 
ment and a league or compact is, that a govern- 
ment isa body politic; it hus a Will of its own, 
And it possesses powers and facuities to execute 
its own pucgposes. Every compact looks to some 
power tu entorce its stipulations. Eren in a 
compact between sovereigu communities there 
always exists this ultimate reference to a puwer 
to insure its execution: although in such case 
this power is but the torve of one party against 
the force of another; that is to say, the power 
of war. But a guvvernmen exeoutes its decisions 
by its own supreme autbority. Its use of force 
in n ovedience to its own enactments 
is not War t contemplates no opposing party 
baving a right of resistance. It rests on its own 
power to enforce itsown will; and when it ceases 
to pussess this power it is no longer a govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Lincoln said that no government had 
ever provided in its organic law for its own 
dissolution. This is Mr. Webster’s idea 
again, in a pithier form. A voluutary asso- 
ciation of sovereign States is not a govern- 
ment. Itis a compact, a league, an alliance, 
If its powers aredelegated to it only for tem- 
porary uses, it is merely the diplomatic agent 
of iis principals. \ True sovereignty is not 
divisible. It cannot be found in one place 
to-day and in another to-morrow. The evi- 
dence of it must be authority and the power 
to enforce its own will} It can take orders 
habitually from no other power on earth. 
All the attributes of sovereignty the United 
States asa Nation did possess and exercise 
before the War of the Rebellion. The sov- 
ereignty of the Nation was recognized by 
every other Nauon in the world. and no other 
was admitted to exist. within the United 
States. The National Government main- 
tained an army and navy, made war and peace, 
coined money, issued letters-of-marque and 
reprisal. levied duties on imports, and pro- 
hibited the States from doing any of these 
things. These are the usual attributes of 
sovereignty. No government without them 
can be a sovereign; no government with 
tgem can be less than a sovereign. 

There never was a time until the slavery 
question became “a burning issue“ in this 
country that National sovereignty was denied, 
England recognized the Revolution as one, 
the cause of it as one, and made war upon the 
revolted Colonists in the ir collective eapacity. 


France gave men and money to one cause, 


net to thirteen. The treaty of peace was + 
signed by Commissioners acting for one gov- 
ernment. This was of itself a sovereign act. 
The territory ceded by Engiand was sur- 
rendered to a national and sovereign power. 
Louisiana and Florida, Texas, New Mexico, 
and California were in the course of time 
acquired 


only by authority exercised at the 

of the National Government in Washington. 

These are all acts of the highest sovereignty, 
which no power can possess without betng 
in its own in supreme and exclusive of 
all other authority whatsoever. As Mr, 
Smith points out, the Oonstliution was 
adopted by conventionsealled in each of the 


States, and not by the States in a sovereign‘ i 
capacity, and the preainble declares that we 


the people do ordain and establish“ the pro- 
visions which follow. 

Jeff Davis, whose traltor's neck was merel- 
fully spared by the National Government, 
might find better employment than thrash- 
ing over this old Calhoun straw. He will 
make no converts, The cause and motive 
for believing in State-sovereignty ” having 
ceased to exist, the Southern peopie will 
cease to believe in it. The North never did. 
Many may say they belleve in it. But they 
do not. They show by actions which speak 
louder than words that they look to the Na- 
tional Guvernment as the source of paramount 
and sovereign power in this country. All 
other power is delegated, whether it be pos- 
sessed by a State or municipality, and Jeff 
Davis cannot by assertion or argument make 
it otherwise, or induce any considerable 
number of people to beileve that it is so. 

MILLER’S ELECTION Ar ALBANY. 

The beginning of the end has come in the 
struggle at Albany. Congressman Warner 
Miller, one of the regular caucus candidates, 
was elected yesterday. Mr. Miller was the 
candidate for the fone term, vacant by rea- 
son of Me-too, alias Platt’s, resignation. 
Conkling’s vote was a remnant of 29, und 
Lapham, the regular Republican candidate 
for the same terin, came within five votes of 
the necessary majority. 

The events of yesterday warrant for the 
first time genuine confidence that the rule-or- 
ruin marplot will not be able to prevail in his 
dog-in-the-mwanger policy to prevent the elee- 
tion of two Republican Senators because he 
is not able to secure one of the places for 
himself to make war on the Administration. 
The election of one of the regular Repub- 
lican candidates will be the strongest possi- 
ble argument agaiust adjournment until the 
other vacancy shall be filled. Even the boit- 
ere who have been willing to defy the edict 
of the majority in the interest of their Boas ” 
will scarcely dare to go back to their con- 
stituents with the responsibility of risking 
the election of a Democrat to the short term 
after it had been demonstrated that there was 
so strong a chance for agreement. Party 
‘discipline is strong, even when an ex-Boss 
kicks against it, and itis all the stronger in 
the present case because it is backed by the 
popular sentiment in the State and through- 
out the country. 

The most significant incident iu yester- 
day’s proceedings was the defection of 
Speaker Sharpe from Conkling’s cause. No 
man has deen more closely bound to Conk- 
ling than Sharpe was. His steadfast adher- 
ence to Conkling’s candidacy has probably 
been more effective than that of half a dozen 
other Conklingites In thé Legislature. But 
the Speaker could no longer hold out against 
public sentiment, which has been pressing 
hardly.upon him from the very beginning. 
In announcing his intention to abandon 
Conkling, he said he would have bowed to 
the will of the majority before this had he 
not believed the caucus had made a mistake 
in selecting two members of House ef 
Representatives as candidates fot the Senete. 
This indicates that he has been ready for 
some time to drop Conkling’s hopeless strug 
gie, and was not willing at any time to assist 
Conklung's treatherous policy of ubstruction. 

Even if this disposition be credited to 
Sharpe, his defection, along with other cir- 
cumstances, seems to signify that the Conk- 
ling faction has virtually abandoned the 
struggle. Vice-President Arthur has an- 
nounced that he intended to take no more 
part in the contest, and Conkling biuself is 
sojourning in Washington, apparently a 
passive spectator. Two other Conkling men 
followed Sharpe in voting for Lapham, and 
Strahan, who voted for Conkling, only de- 
clined to vote for Lapham because he con- 
tended that the caucus had not. been “ regu- 
larly“ called. Nine of the irreconcilable 


Bucks voted for Miller yesterday, while only 
three voted for Lapham. If twu-thirds of 


those who have thus avowed the hopelesness 
of the fleht shall vote for Lapham on Mon- 
day he will be elected. Such a result may 
now be reasonably expected, and then the 
long agony will not have been in vain, for 
Roscoe Conkhng will be out of politics. 


THE RO m ROME. 

The later dispatches from Rome show that 
there wasacause fur the recent disturb- 
ances that attended the removal of tne re- 
mains of the late Pope Pius IX. from St. 
Peter’s to his final resting-place at the 
Church of San Lorenzo. It now appears 
that the architect of the Vatican, who acted 
as intermediary between the Cardinals, who 
are the executors of the late Pope, and the 
Mayor of Rome, promised thé latter that the 
funeral cortége should consist simply of a 
funeral car and two or three carriages. The 
body was removed on the night of the 13th 
inst., and instead of keeping the agree- 
ment a most extraordinary clerical dem- 
onstration was made, in which the 


Cardinals, hundreds of priests, friars, and 


monks, the different clerical colleges, and all 
the ecclesiastical establishments in Rowe 
participated, with elaborate and imposing 
ceremonies, whereupon the anti-Papal ele- 
ment turned out in large numbers and 
showed their contempt of the procession by 
hooting and making other disturbances, and 
some fighting occurred on the route.

A certain variety of Communists who,

facts?’ 

A letter from one of this class appeared in 
yesterday’s TRIBUNE on thé present distribu, 
tion of wealth, whicli was aiso full of evil 
prophécies, worthy of a Cassandra. This 
Writer, aotieing the statements of R. O. Por- 
ter, Spécial Agent of the Census Bufeau, in 
regard to the coucentration of the g:eat bulk 
of the registered bonds in the hands of less 
than 1,700 capitalists and corpurations, says 
that his own idvestigations show that one- 
half the general wealth of the country is 
owed by 2 per cent of the population! 
There is avast difference between the in- 
vestigations of Mr. Porter and those of 
this writer. Mr. Porter has a talent 
for statistics, commands a larger force of 
assistants, is in actual correspondence with 
representative men all over the conntry, and 
makes up his estimates. upon trustworthy 


which, without auy inherent probability, is 
put forth unsupported by evidence. 

lt is preposterous to maintain that one | 
half the wealth of the United States is eon- 
centrated in the hands of 2 per cent of the 
population. A single reflection will serve to 
dissipate any such delusion. The lands and 
possessions of the agricultural part of the 
‘Awerican people constitute about one-half | 
the wealth of this country. But the farmers 
of the United States number, in round 
figures, 4,000,000 families, and represent 
about 20,000,000 people, counting five to a 
family. This estimate does not embrace the 
colored population of the South, but only the 
white landuwners of the Union. 

It follows, chen, that about one-half the 
wealth of the country is distributed among 
about 40 per cent of the population. Of the 
other 60 per cent, the bulk of which is urban, 
it is self-evident that the real estate, town 
lots, private residences, shops, tills, facturies, 
the stored goods, the stocks of all kinds are 
not concentrated within 4 per cent of the 
people who inhabit the cities, nor within ten 
times that number. The accumulation of 
great wealth, indeed, Is so excepvional that it 
becomes a matter Of notoriety in every com- 
munity, while the distribution of small pos- 
sessioiis, ranging from $2,000. to $10,000, is 
common and widespread. It is estimated 
from careful investigation, for instance, that 
70 per cent of all the warried mechanics in 
Philadeiphia own their own houses. The 
proportion is probably not so large in 
younger cities, but must approximate that 
figure in cities like Pittsbura, Albany, Cin- 
cinnati, and 8:. Louls. In the smaller cities , 
and villages it is the rule fur me occupant to 
own the house he lives in. Take the whole 
Nation together, three-fourths of the families 
own homesteads, and the bulk of the other 
fourth consist of the lately emancipated 
slavés and recently- arrived foreigners. 
The last revorts of the Bank Commissioners 
of New,York State show that 1,000 millions 
of dollars are held in the savings banks of 
that State alone by nearly 400,000 dépositors, 
allef whom belong to the laboring classes. 
This money is loaned out to the employers 
of labor. The laboring classes of the New 
England States have as much money in the 
savings banks as their fellows of New Yurk. 
lt is a perfectly safe estimate to state that 
nine-tenths of all the lands and three-fourths 
of all the dwellings in che United States oc- 
cupled by white familfes are owned by them. 
The mass of the American people are inde- 
pendent freeholders, and there is no rubbing

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THE THOMAS CONCERTS. 

The name of Theodore Thomas has be- 
come pleasantly familiar in Chicago during 
the pasttwelve years.

NEARING THE END. 


The strike of the Cinaginnati Amaiga- 
mated tronworkers Believed to Be 
on its Last Legs, 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
MyctnNati, O., July 16.—There is good 
reason to believe that the deadlock between 
the Amalgamated lronworkers and their 
employers in this vicinity is about to end. 

The men, about 1.000 in number, have been 

out for forty days, and have lost in salaries 

$120,000, Their wages at the time work was 
stopped was 5 per cent higher than those 
paid in Piusburg, and they struck for an ad- 
vance of 20 percent. It was manifest from 
the beginning that Cincinnati manufacturers 
could not pay so large au advance. Pitts- 
burg would be able to undersell them and 
to drive them out of the market. It was 
claimed here that the Pittsburg mill-owners 
were at the bottom of the Cinciunati strike; 
that they had worked through the Amal- 
gamated Unions upon the workmen here 
and secured a strike in their own interests. 

Whether the charge was true or not, the 

Amalvainated Unions were manifestly un- 

der the influence of bad ativisers, and are 

now suffering severely for it. The Cinein- 

nati Rolling Mill Company have secured a 

force of nou-Union men and will resume op- 

erations on Monday. The wages to be paid to 
them will 
rate, or 5 per cent lower than was paid when 

the lock-out was inaugurated. Ocher mill- 

owners expect to follow the same course. and, 

in all probability, within a week the mills 
will be all again running, manned. by non- 

Uniou men, or by former workmen who are 

willing, after a forty days’ lock-out, to work 

for 5 per cent less wages than they were re- 
ceiving when the lock-out was inaugurated.

ROWDYISM IN PARLIAMENT.

Parnell himself is above suspicion, but 
O’Donnell, Healy, and the rest of the Ex- 
tremists are familiar figures on the Irish 
stage. Sadlier would have occnpied a Gov- 
ernment office had he not been engaged in 
robbing the Tipperary Bank.

Giadstone that, beyond adding a few unim- 
portant amendments, more to befog than 
elucidate the meaning of the “ fair-rent ”’ 
clause, they will pass the bill as it reaches 
them. 
THE SPEECH OF THE DUKE OF ARGYLL, 
on the Bessborough Commission, has ied to 
a general discussion of the whole question 
of land-tenure in Ireland, in which the Duke 
and his friends have come off second best. 
Baron Dowse, one of the wittiest and ablest 
of the Irish Judges, who was a mem 
ber of the Commission, has routed 
his Scotch and English assailants 
with ease. By the way, when Dowse was 
Attorney-General for Ireland, Disraeli, to 
whom he was politically opposed, described 
him as the “most accomplished two-handed 
fighter ”’ in the House, and the way he has 
polished off the Duke of Argyll shows that 
his hands have not lost their cunning through 
want of practice. 
„ X FORMIDABLE ATTACK 

will be made on the Government next week 
in connection with the Boer peace. The 
loyalists have a § deputation here 
setting forth their claims at public 
meetings, and if half what they say is 
true it is clear that they have been 
grossly wronged by the Colonial Office.

The 
United States, under a system of protection 
described by some of our political econo- 
mists as ‘suicidal,’ has paid, during sixteen 
years, over £150,000,000 of their debt. and paid 
£26,000,000 last year. Under it the United 
States flave passed by leaps and bounds into 
a condition of prosperity which before long 
will enable them to cancel the enormous 
debt incurred on account of the Civil War. 
England is by no means in the same hopeful 
condition. We grant that free trade has 
done much to benefit the country, but we 
doubt whether it has not been pressed too 
far,—whether it has not become imperative 
that some resort to retaliatory duties shall 
be made in order to show that the advant- 


ages we offer to foreign States should be met | 


by equivalent concessions on their part.”

Just then a bola Briton came 
in, and the landlord directed the maid behind 
the bar to set down the bottle. The aston- 
ished customer was invited to help himself, 
after the American custom. He was an as 
tonished Briton, but he managed to-express 
his gratification at the innovation. Seizing

tumbler full, and, looking grieved because 
the giass was no larger, drank it off without 
a wink. 3 

I could easily see why the British landlord 
measures the liquor to the British public. 
Two such customers on the American plan 
would bankrupt a very opulent proprietor.

There is no Ameriean Desert, there are no 
alkaling wastes in the northern part of the 
United States. West of aline drawn ‘through

Fé, there is 1,000 miles of desert, till the 
mountaim rauges on the Pacific Coast are 
passed. West of this line there are 1,000 acres 
of unavailable land on the Union Pacific to one 
acre on the Northern Pacific. Farmers who 
have ventured west ot the rain-beltin Kan- 
sas have had to repentin dust and drought. 
One cannot get west of the rain-belt on the 
Northern Pacific. It rained at Giendive, on 
the Yellowstone, the night we reached it. 
All through Daketa the farmers had had too 
much rather than too little rain. 

An interesting topographical fact accounts 
for the differences in the fertility of the 
plains in Dakota and those in Nebraska, 
Kansas. and the country south. This north- 
ern country is in reach ef the chinook, or 
Japanese trade winds, which profoundly af- 
fect the climate of Montaua. A most im- 


portant difference of level exists between 


the northern and southern plains. Glendive 
is 2, I0 feet above the level of the sea.

Cleaning Out the Sutler:

The army Sutler was the soldter's best friend 
and worst enemy. He was looked upon as an extor- 
tioner. and therefore an euemy, and yet he was 
regarded asa friend who stood between the 
soldier and hunger. There were occasions when 
regimental wagons could not thore.“ but it 
was only on rare occasions the Sutler's 
wagons Could not pull through. Itis true he 
asked a big price for bis cakes, cheese, and canned 
goods, but he bad taken big risks in foilowing 
the regiment. All things considered, Sutler 
did not deserve the reproach bestowed upon his 
calling. He ran risks which only brave men 
take, and his expeuses sometimes devoured his 
profits, large as they seemed. Very few of them 
made any great amount of money, and scores of 
them were financially “ ’ by raids and 
robberies. | p me 

From trst to last the Sutler was considered 
fair game for any one who could beat him, and 
when be could not be tricked he could be cleaned 
out. This latter process was the darkest mystery 
in army life. No one seemed to plan or any to 
lead, and yet all seemed to understand. Ata 
given moment from twenty-five to 100 men 
would suddenly a at the Sutler's tent, or 
but, and go thro him likeahurricane. The 
blow fell so quick ms there was no dodging 
it, and the guards arrived too late to make an 
arrest or save anything. 

At the remount camp at Pleasant Valley. in 
1865, thirty men fell upon the Sutler's cabin 
about five minutes after roll-call. It was a 
stout log hut, securely and bolted, and 
contained $700 worth of stores. The clerk, a 
young man of w. slept within, armed with two 
revolvers. There wasa d yell, a crash, and 


all was over. In five minutes from the first | 


alarm a guard was on the 1 — but too late. 
The only articles left in the hut would not have 
sold for $50. The clerk was outside in his night- 
clothes, robbed of his arms cash, and cheeses, 
— 1 of nuts, boxes of candy and cases of tobacco 
and canned goods had disappeared as if taken up 
by the wind. A strict search of camp was at 
once begun, but not so mucB as a nickel’s worth 
of the stolen property could be discovered. A 
hundred mien were suspected and questioned, 
but not one could be held responsibie. It was 
like the swoop of a hawk, and as full of deadly 
vengeance. 

In 1862, in Riebardson’s brigade of infantry, a 
Sutter was cleaned out at nvon in the midst of 
4,000 men with Ir eyes Open, and $1,000 worth 
of goods retedin camp #0 well that only a 
dozen penbolders could be found by the search- 
ers.

STAINED AND PAINTED GLASS IN 
CHICAGO. . 

Messrs. Healy & Millet have had on exhi- 
bition at their room, No. 22 
Hall, three mosiac stained-glass windows of 
such extraordinary excélience and beauty as 
to deserve mention, They are for the coun- 
try house of Mr. and Mrs. Walter Larned, at 
Lake Forest, and the designers, Messrs. 
Healy & Millet, may be said to have selected 
and arranged not only every tint, but every 
particle used in these really precious win- 
dows. The glass is strictly pure stained 
glass, no painting having been introduced. 
Although the tints are so numerous they are 
still so delicate iu their gradations as to se- 
cure the most harmonious as weil as the 
striking effects. It is quite useless to 

ry to describe objects of this sort, in which 


the forms are altogether conventional, the. 


richness and beauty of coloring requiring to 


be taken in by the eye in order to be appre- 


ciated. Still a few words will give an idea 
of the perfection to which mosaic: stafned- 
glass windgws have been brought in Chica- 
go. The designs are Moorish in style; the 
round arches filled in the two outside win- 
dowsby lozenges of alternate blue and amber 


of exquisit clearness. In the middle window 
this round arch is enriched at the centre by 
the lotus flower (shall we say of the Nileor 


of the Calumet?) around wnich is an atmos- 


phere—vermeil tint,‘ as the poet has it—like 
nothing but the aurora flush of a summer 
morning. Outside this is a space in ollve or 
moss green, near which appear bands in pur- 
ple madder, with figures raised by in 
the surface and producing a very choice ef- 
fect. The arch is banded from the space be- 
low by conventional radiated forms, strong 
in outline and confrasts ef color. The glass 
used is chiefly rolled cathedral, to be recog- 
nized by a certain thickness and unevenness 
as if it had been literally rolled 
out by hand, and the antique glass, very thin, 
to be recognized not only by the purity of its 
tints, which, however brilliant, are never 
crude, and however delicate, never poor, but 
by minute bubbles in the body of the glass.

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GARFIELD ON LINCOLN. 


How a Eulogy by the Former Came to 
Be Delivered om the First Annhiver- 
ost. AR, ef the Martyred Presidents 


Cleveland (0.) Leader, 

The attempt to murder President Garfield 
has caused the publication of many incidents 
and reminiscences connected with the assasi- 
nation of President Lincoln, and among them 
was the speech delivered by Gen. Garfield in 
the House of Representatives on the first an- 
niversary of Lincoln’s death. The circum- 


stances under which that speech was dellv- 


ered are of interest, and were narrated in de- 
tail to the writer of this article by President 
Garfield, a short tithe after his nomination at 
Chicago. The speech was made in the spring of 
1866, when the difference of opinion and pol- 
icy bet ween President Johnson ahd the lead- 


ers of the Republican party in Congress, 


which afterward broke out into an open 
quarrel, had already begun to_show itself. 
The anniversary of President Lifftoin’s death 
came round; and, by some oversight, both 
Houses of Congress adjourned the day pre- 
vious without taking any action to commem- 
orate the anniversary. Rresident Johnson, 
who was very quick to see and seize upon a 
political advantage, observed this omission, 
and took uccasion to make a little capital for 
himself. Accordingly a proclamation. bear- 
ing his signature appeared in the morni 
papers of April 14, 1866, announcing that ft 
anniversar 4 the death of Presi- 

n commemoration of 
that sad event all tne Executive Departments 
of the Government would be closed for the 
day. By this action he expected to pose be- 
fore the country in an attitude of greater 
sympathy and more abiding remembrance of 

martyr President than that assumed by 
Republicans in Congress. At least that was 
the impression made upon Schuyler Colfax, 
who was then Speaker of the House, when 
he read the proclamation in the papers. He 
hastened to Gen. Garfield’s cemmittee-room, 
arriving there only a few minutes before the 
time for calling the House to order. Gen- 
eral,” he exclaimed, the President has 
stolen a march upon us. The House has 
omitted to take any notice of the fact that 
to-day is the anniversary of Lincoln’s death, 
while President Johnson has issued a proc- 
lamation closing the Departments. ow, 

ou must rise in your place as soon as 

maplain has concluded his prayer, and in a 
brief speech pay a tribute to Lincoln’s mem- 
ory, and move an adjournment.” 

Gen. Garfield protested that he had no time 
to prepare a suitable speech for such an oc- 
casion, and as he was among the youne- 
er members of Congress, having served only 
one term, some older member ought to as- 
sume the duty. But Mr. Colfax persisted 
that Garfield wag the only available man for 
the place, and latter at last reluctant! 
consented to fillit.. The Speaker depar 
and, as the General, locking his door, p: 
up and down his room a few minutes, medi- 
tating on the outline of his proposed re- 
marks, some appropriate lines from Tenny- 
son’s “In Memoriam” came to his mind. 
He had not read them for many years, and 
had notime or opportunity to refresh his 
recollection of them by the text itself; but 
they seemed to afford so appropriate a key- 
note to his speech that he determined to 
quote them from memory. Accordingly, 
after the session of the House had been 
opened by prayer, he moved that the read- 
ournal be dispensed with, and, 
that bemg done, moved that the House ad- 
journ, and delivered a brief but remarkably 
eloquent and appropriate speech, in which he 
eet the quotation from Tennyson as 

ollows: 

His 1 character is aptly de- 
scribed in the words of England’s great 
laureate—written thirty years ago—in which 
he traces the upward steps of some 

me Divinely gifted man, 
Whose life in low estate began, 4 
And on a humble village green! 


Who breaks hie birth’s invidious bar, 
And — the skirts of happy chance, 
And breasts the biows of circumstance, 

And grappies with his evil star; 


And, moving up from high to higher, 
Becomes, on Fortune’s crowning 
The pillar of a people's hope, 
The ceutre of the world’s desire. 

The speaker continued for a few sentences 
to speak of Lincoln’s assasination and the 
wipirg out of slavery. and closed by a quota- 
tion from Julia Ward Howe’s “ Battle Hymn 
of the —— After the adjournment, 
which followed immediately, he sent to the 
Congressional! Library for Tennyson’s poems 
and was gratified to find that his memory of 
the passage had been absolutely accurate. 
The incident illustrates his wonderful quick- 
ness and tenacity of memory. The speech of 
itself was one of the mast admirable efforts 
of the kind ever delivered, especially when 
its entirely impromptu character is consid- 
ered.

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THE CHICAGO CLUB. 

In the tabulated statement below will be 
found some figures of interest relative to the 
work done by the different play@rs of the 
Chicago Club in the twenty-seven games 
played in this city. In this showing is in- 
cluded an item not commonly found in club 
recards—viz.: the number of runs batted in 
by each player. In making up this column 
reference has been had to runs resulting 
from every time at bat, and without regard 
to the test of perfect fielding on the opposing 
side. For instance, if Anson when at bat, 
with three men on bases, makes a hit which 
allows three runs to be scored, he is credited 
with three runs batted in, no matter 
Whether the ball was cieanty tielded or not. 
If a grounder be fumbled, or a fly misjudged 
or muffed, the batsman is credited with the 
resulting runs. It will be seen that Anson, 
as heretofore, leads in the matter of valuable 
batting, though Williamson is not far be- 
hind, and both Gore and Burns make a good 
showing. Anson, howeve@, has had some 
advantages which the others did did “ap aA ty oo 
those of follo good ba base- 
ruuners such as Darra ne, — rors. 
Still, it is not to be denied “the old 
man” has an extaordinary faculty of hitting 
safe when there are tallies to be made by it. 
Among the surprises of the season is the re- 
markable improvement in the batting of 
Flint, who, from being almost at the foot of 
the League list last year, has advanced to 
very near the top already.

| ANOTHER COMET. 


ROCHESTER, N. Ye 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Rocurster, N. I., July 16.—At 4 o’clock 
this morning Dr. Lewis Swift, Director of 
Warner’s Observatory, announced the dis- 
covery of an entirely new comet, Yesterday 
he received.a letter from Prof. J. M. Schae- 
berle, of Ann Arbor; Mich,, stating that the 
latter had just discovered a new celestial 
visitor, described by him as follows: 

ANN Annonk, Mich., July 4—5. a. m.—Prof. 
Lewis Swift: This morning, 3 o'clock, came 
across nebulous matter, right ascension 5 h. 
48 m., and declination north 38 degrees 4 
minutes. Approaching daylight prevented any 
observations for determining the motion if 
any. Please do not make this communication 
public unless the object should prove to be a 
comet, in which case will you please present 
my claims for $200 to Mr. Warner? 

J. L. SCHAEBERLE. 

Dr. Swift spent last night searching for the 
new heavenly body, and at 30’clock, on close 
scrutiny of the constellation of Auriga, was 
rewarded by the discovery of the comet in 
very nearly the same position indicated 0 
the Michigan astronomer. The Doctor foun 
— his new acquaintance, which, by the 

way, he feels quite positive is the comet of 
1812, was movme very — northeast. I 
is, for a telescopic comet, quite bright, Leing 
larger and more luminous than the one 
which he recently discovered with the naked 
eye. The comet appeared to have a very 
strong condensation, and must, from its 
slowness of motion, be moving either direct- 
7 towards our planet or straight away 
rom it. 
Director Swift says the astronomers have 
been burnishing their object-glasses for 
Encke’s comet, which appears every three 
and three-tentls years. This comet is ex- 
pected to show up in the old constellation of

He says the new comet is moving slowly’ 
northwest, not northeast, as erroneously 
stated, and can be found at 3 a. m. near Co- 
pella, of the constellation A wriga, by the aid 
of a good opera glass. He thinks this comet 
has yet to make its perihelion, and may be- 
come visible to the naked eye, and be very

This saloon-bond business is by no 
weans of mushroom growth, but is an evil of 
long standing, and one that bas annually in- 
creased in dimensions. The halt of the truth in 
reference to it has not been told. It is an easy 
and a twlerably remunerative calling, and is 
eagerly embraced during the carly summer 
many young ana old men about 
town, the secret of whose existence and 
clothes is a mystery to the uninitiated. The 
success of those cngaged in this scheme last 
year and previous years bas encouraged others 
to embark in. it, and to-day there is a small 
army of broken-down attorneys, ambitious 
notaries, and sharp young men scouring 
the streets canvassing the saloons through- 

the city, willing and anxious 
eof a nd, with or without “ bonds- 
according | o the conscientious rr 
of the salounkeeper, to apy one possessed of $1. 
In some cases the vrice is raised to $1.50 or $2, 
when tbe liquor dealer is a green hand, or par- 
ticularly ignorant. 

That the attempts of Tax TRIBUNE reporter 
to unearth Howey Martin and William Schmidt 
proved unavailing is not at all astonishing to 
frequénters of tne City-Hall and Adams street, 
for it is extremely difficult, to say the least, to 
find people who have no being. 

The modus operandi of would-be vendors of 
saloon bonds, bogus and otherwise, who are not 
possessed of notarial seals, fully ciears up the 
mystery of Schmidt and Martin, and is as fol- 
lows: The prospective merchant first skirmishes 
among his friends tili he succeeds in borrowing 
a dollar or 50 cents, and purchases a number of 
blank bonds at a cost of twocents each. He then 
secures the services of a notary, who 
stumps the imprint of his seal upon the docu- 
ment and affixes his name thereto for the small 
sum of five cents each, or possibly for a couple 
of drinks, according to circumstances. Then 
one or two “old-timers” are *“ persuaded’’ to 


anewers, ofe being as good as another, —and, 
presto! the saloon-bond peddier saliies forth 
armed and‘equipped. It isa poor day when he 
does not make in the course of a two or three 
bours’ tramp a couple of dollars, and often u 85 
note blesses his praiseworthy exertions to earn

Every 
new sect has been denounced at its birth as 
illegitimate, as a something born out of or- 
thedox wedlock, and that should have been 
allowed to perish on the steps where it was 
found. Of the relative merits of the various 
denominations, it is sufficient to say that 
each claims to be right.

error, and its influence most benefitial upon 
society in general, and upon all individuals 
who accept it and make it their rule of action. 

Liow shall this be determined? Not by 
what we call divine revelation, for that would 
be begging the question; not by sentiment, 
taste, or temper, for these are as likely to be 
false as true; but by inductive reasoning 
from evidence, of which the value isto be 
measured according to those rules of logic 
which enlightened and just men everywhere 
havé adopted to guide them in the search for 
truth. e can appeal only to that rational 
love of justice, and that detestation of false- 
hood, which fair-minded persons of, intelli- 
gence bring to the consideration of other lin- 
portant subjects when it becomes their duty 
to decide upon them. In short, I waht a de- 
cision upon sound judicial principles. ! 

Gibson, the great Chief Justice of Pennsyl- 
vania, once said to certain skeptical. friends 
of his: Give Christianity a common-law 
trial; submit the evidence pro and con to an 
impartial jury under the direction ef a com- 

tent Court, and the verdict will assuredly 

in its favor.“ This deliverance, coming 
from the most illustrious Judgeef his time 
not at all given to expressions of sentimenta 
piety, and quite incapable of speaking on any 
subject for mere effect, staggered the un- 
belief of those who heard it. I did not know 
him then, except by his Freat reputation for 
ability and integrity, and I learned to set a 
still higher value upon all his opinions when, 
in after life, I was honored with his close 
and intimate friendship. 

Let Christianity have a trial on Mr. Inger- 
soll's indictment, and give us a decision 
secundum allegataet probata. I will con- 
fine myself strictly to the record; that is to 
say, I will meet the accusations contained in 
this paper, and not those made elsewhere by 
him or others. 

His first specification against Christianity is 
the belief ot its disciples ** that there is a per- 
sonal God, the creator of the material uni- 


verse.“ If God made the world it was a most 


stupenduos miracle, and all miracles, accord- 
ing to Mr. Ingersoll’s idea, are the children 
of mendacity.“ To admit the one great 
miracle of creation would be an admission 
that other miracles are at least probable, and 
that would ruin his whole case. But you 

nnot catch the leviathan of atheism with a 
100k. The universe, he says, is natural,—it 

ne into being of its own accord; it made 
ts own law at the start, and afterward im- 
proved itself considerably by spontaneous 
evolution. It would be a mere waste of 
time and space to enumerate the proofs: 
which show that the universe was created 
by a preéxisted and self-conscious Being, 
of power and wisdom to us inconceivable. 
Conviction of the fact (miraculous though 
it be) forces itself ommevery one whose 
mental faculties are healthy and tolerably 
well balanced. The notion that all things 
owe their origin and their harmonious ar- 
rangement to the fortuitous concurrence of 
atoms is a kind of lunacy which very few 
men in these days are afflicted with. I hope 
I may safely assume it is certain that all, or 
nearly all, who read this page will have sense 
and reason enough to see for theinselves that 
the plan of the universe could not have been 
designed — a Designer, or exec 
without a Maker. : 

But Mr. Ingersoll asserts that, atall events, 
this mate world had nota and be- 
neficent creator; it isa bad, savage, cruel 
piece of work, with its pestilences, storms, 
earthquakes, and volcanoes; and man, with 
his liability. to sickness, suffering, and death, 
is not a success, but, on the contrary, a 
failure. To defend the Creator of the world 
against an arraignment so foul as this 
would be almost as unbecoming as to 
make the ‘accusation. We have neither 
jurisdiction nor capacity to rejudge the jus- 
tice of God. Why man is made to fill this

The partial paralysis 
with which the Bishop hag since been pros- 
trated was the result of the disease. In great 
bodily weakness for many months, he re- 
tained all the faculties of his great mind un- 
impaired. Ile died among dear friends, his 
children in the Church, at Meyersville, Pa., 
on Sunday, July 10, and his remains have 
been removed to Pittsburg. The funeral 
services were held Thursday, July 14 
Bishop Kerfoot was a man of noble pres- 
ence, of genial temper, of high intellectual 
culture.

JOSEPH SMITH AS A SEARCHER, FOR BURIED 
TREASURE.

There is one chapter in he history of Jo- 
seph Smith that I have never yet seen in 
print or even an allusion to it. After leav- 
ing Palmyra, N. Y., having already obtained 
what he called a Seer Stone,” he came to 
South Bainbridge (now Alton), Chenango 
County, and there remained for one or two 
years, at least for a portion, of the time.

Stowell was not a man of much learn- 
ing or mind, but a good member of the Pres- 
byterian church and a man of some property. 
Smith induced him to undertake to find

soon had dupes and followers, who believed 
in his divine communications through the 
wonderful “stone.” He began to dig 
for the golden plates“ that con- 
tained. the mystical characters of the 
new Bible, which by means of his “seer 
stone“ he would be able to translate. He 
had quite a following. Many pits were dug 
on Stowell's farm and in the vicinity. He 
extended his operations to the towns of 
Colesville and Windsor, in Brooome County, 
and I think also to the town of Hartwie 


Otsego County. The “Golden Bible” that. 


he professed to be in search of, he claimed 
to be under enchantment, now one thing, and 
now anottier,: preventing those who. were 
digging from obtaining it. Often the pits 
were * in the night, and all but firm be- 
lievers in Smith were kept at a distance. 
Those in search of the great treasure were 
not allowed to speak, or cough, or sneeze, 
which, when ey near the box that con- 
tained the golden leaves, some one was sure 
todo, and away would go hopes, Atone 
time they were so near the box that the spade 
of one ef the devoted band struck the 
lid and it ve back a hollow sound. For 
this harsh blow of the spade the box took its 
flight away through the ground. There it 
goes.“ said Smith; “ hear it rumble as it sinks 
and flies away.“ He induced the men that 
supported and followed him and dug where 
he bade them, to sacrifice a bitch dog to re- 
move the enchantment. He even professed 
to cast out devils: and a house was recently 
standing across the Susquehannah River op- 
posit the small village of Nineveh, where 
this miracle was performed.

Peter G. Bridgman, a youn 
man then just about to enter the Methodis 
ministry, entered a complaint before a magis- 
trate against Smith for deceiving the people. 
He was arrested and tried. Stowell appeared 
as a witness for the defendant. He thought 
to Clear his friend by testifying to all the 
facts in the case, and laid before the court 
the fraud, deception, and chicanery of Smith. 
Never did lawyers, court, constables, and the 
usual crowd that gathers around a countr 
tavern and lawsuit have a greater scene o 
merriment than that afternoon. It was 
related to the writer by one who was 
there as beyond all description. Smith was 
found guilty. But the object of the trial 
being to compel him to leave the neighbor- 
hood, it was arran that the officer in 
charge should give him a chance to escape.

AN OPERATIC COUP D'ETAT. 

Cok J. II. Mapleson has written an open 
letter in which he formally withdraws from 
the London operatic field.

PUMPING WATER INTO THE CANAL. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
Cnicaao, July .16.—Remarks in last Sunday's 
TRIBUNE concerning the pumping of water from 
the river into the canal suggest the following: 


The operation of producing a currentin the 


river must be either all flow or all pump, and it 
seems impossible to, comopine the two. Either 
the canal must be sufficiently deepened through- 
out its length to furnish the fall necessary to 
flow the required quantity of water, or a dam or 
bulkhead must be constructed high enough 
above low water- mark to insure an artificial 
head by pumping at this end of the canal capa- 


bie of causing the desired movement of water. 
The apparent loss of the flow af 15,000 cubic 


feet per minute is not a total loss, because this 


flow represents a head of about two feet above 
a level at which no flow would take place, 
leaving six feet only for the pumps to raise the 


| water, thus saving about 20 horse- power, or the 


‘

‘Shall woo that tale of the wintry 


power to ruise t, 000 cubic feet of water per 
minute two feet high. 

The only objett in pump at all is to obtain 
this urtificial head by which desired current 
in the canal would be produeed, and unless a 
bulkhead or dum is provided to separate the 
river from the canal, the operation would be im- 
possible. An attempt might be made to retain 
the present flow. and then pump the balance 
requirec, or 45,000 cubic. feet per minute, by 
constructing aconduit from the pump-house 
down the canaltoa pointat which the: level 
would be below the lowest water mark at Bridge- 
port. But there are two principal objections to 
this plan. and so serious as to ronder it imprac- 
tiguble. First, the interest on the e of the 
conduit would greatly exceed the interest on the 
cost of the extra pumping capacity, to save 
which capacity the conduit would be instituted; 
and, further, the effect of removing so great A 
quantity of water from the river so near the en- 
trunce to the canal. would doubtless greatly re- 
turd the present natural flow, and perhaps stop 
it altogether. 

If itis impossible then to combine pumping 
and tlowing, and a choice must be made between 
the two, the best way to secure enduring ben- 
efits is to buy or lease the canal, dredge it enough | 
to gain the advantage of its natural fall, and let 
the water flowin sufficient quantity to accom-

_ DANGERS TO HEALTH. : 
Summed Up ik 1 Air, Bad Water, 
a and Bad Food. 


Address by President Gregory of the 
State Board of Health. 


The Teachings of Sanitary Science in 
‘a Nutshell. ~~ 


Following is the substance of the remarks 
made by Dr. John M. Gregory to the mem- 
bers of the Illinois State Board of Health, in 
taking his seat as President of that body: 

Sanitary science is teaching us that much of 
the sicknea# which afflicts our race is the result 
of causes which may be avoided, or whose baie- 
fail effects may be lessened Or destroyed. Out 
ot our owe ignorant carelesness spring, too 
often, the frightful diseases which invade our 
homes, and fil) m with sickgpeas, sorrow, and 
death. No modern science is more needful or 
more beneficent than this, which proposes to aid 
men to stayſthe ravages Of preventable diseases, 
and to lessen the death rate, Tried even by its 
commercial or money values, our work ts sec- 
ond to no other in its larwe public benefits. To 
save lite isto save working, wealth-produoi 
power. To gave population is to 8 a 
those values which the very presence of popu- 
lation reftiects on the soil itself, and on all 
the producuons of Buman skill and toil. 


To lessen the) amount of sickness in any com- 
munity, is to relieve the laboring power of that 


community, by se much of the extra burden ot 
caring tor the sick. and to give back the siek 
man to his place In the ranks of the workers. 
None but those who have computed the cost of 
rearing and trainihg men from infangy to man- 
hood. and who have taken aceount of the great 
expenditures and losses caused by disease and 
death, can tell the immense value of the services 
which ganitary science may render the country. 
Wo may almost question whether the famous 
applications of sefencein the great manufactur- 
ing and wealth-producing arts can. add more to 
tke sum- total of wealth and well-being than the 


health sciences are already dotig in some com- 


munities by their mitigation of the pain and 
fear of . and the conservation of life 
and bealth, 

Let me enumerate some of the common causes 
of sickness, which, though quite familiar to san- 
itarians, are still ubrecognized by thousands of 
our fellow-citizens. The enumerution will serve 
a valuable purpose, and may help to warn 
unvary. 

POLLUTED AIR. 

Fresh, pure air for boost hing stands in the 
front rank of the conditions of life and health. 
And unfortunately this condition is the ono 
most frequeutiy and most fatally violated by all 

classes of society.’ Food, drink, and exercise 
are re aired bal At. interyals, and may,in case 
of need, be dispensed with tor days together; 
but breathing must be constant, t throug every 
minute of hfe, vy uight and Loaded 
though it be with aust and dirt, with foul and 
deadiy gases, with miasma and germs of dis- 
ease, the air must be received into the lungs. 
Volumes have been written to prove and enforce 
the truth that pure air is life and health, and 
that foul air is disease and death: but still we 
sin, and suffer for our sin. againat this truth. 

Twice within the last few weeks | have been 
for an entire ev@hing confined to rooms where a 
crowded — yf of exceptionaily intellieent 
poople remained for hours, breathing over the 
Stan air, and suffered for days afterwards from 

the poison inbaied, Only a few days since I 
visited an assembly of scientific men of Nation- 
ul reputation, Wbo sat for hours in a closely- 
p. xed room, where the atmosphere reeked with 


the hot breaths of the listening crowd, Goto 


any social gathering, and as often in the man- 
sion of wealth as in the cottage of the poor we 


shall und the same blind daring of the disease- 


gendering atmospheric poison. Days of head- 
ache and of lussitude follow, and disease is eu- 
gendered; but the fashion and folly goon. So- 
cial clubs and coteries crowd small olub- rooms: 
— for business or for pleasure, for in- 
struction or for prayer, are held daily in insuffi- 
cient and ill-ventilated apartments; and the 
failing bealth of those who attend these meet- 
ings is attributed to any and all causes but the 
true one. 

Rut worst of all, the schools provided for the 
education of our ‘children continue, in spite of 
all protests and all warnings, to be housed iu 
rooms too small for the number of pupils, and 
with a ventilation too often a mere mockery. 


Thus we plant the seeds of disease along with | 


the seeds of knowledge, and fataliy weaken the 
physical while professing to cuitivate the in- 
tellectual powe Frequently the school-bouse 
is the-ceptral afi 
epidemics and contagions. 

Let it be Known at no school-room occupied, 
as is now the custom, by the whole school, aur- 
ing all the school hours. can be suttic jently ven- 
tilated to make it entirely beaitbful. 
physiologist be asked to make the computation 
of the air needed, and be must confirm this 
statement. From the moment tho children are 
assembled the air of the school-room begins to 
deteriorate; and, since ho system of ventilation 
sweeps the whole body of impure air out at 
once, the best it can do isto keep the mixture 
from becoming as bad as possibie. 

The tirst rule should be to use the minimum of 
conitinement for euch pupil. The second should 
be to keep the fewest possible seated at their 
studies in the same room. Every pupil that can 
be trusted to study his lesson elsewhere should 
be advised to visit the schgol-room af lesson 
times ouly; and, instead of, the foolish ambition 
to Keep every seat Glied, let it be sought to have 
as many Vacant seats as may be possible in- 
out remitting any of the teaching. 

It is nut, however, ip crowded parlors, club- 
rooms, lecture balls, and schools alone’ that im- 
pure air is to be feared. in all houses bad air 
can be found. Dust and moldy damp haunt the 
rooms reserved for speciaj occasions, while those 
in daily use are bauer with the breath, 
sinoke, steam, and gases mailthe household 
lite and work. And frequent the source, of 
corruption is found in the very soil which the 
house covers. This is especially the case with 
those houses builtin our prairie towns, where 
without rewoving a foot of the soil, or opening 
a foot of drainage, the house is set upon;a few 
low posts, and then boarded around to prevent the 
cold wiuds getting under the floor. lu me winter, 
it is not uncommon to bank it with straw or 
even with barn-yard litter. The balf-dé@cayed 
mass beneath, in the dark and damp, unvisited 
by sun or wind, generates poisonous gases, 
which are sucked up through every .crevi¢e in 
the tloor, and fill che house with their deathful 
jatiuence. Such houses are death-traps. I have 
known more than oue family to pine, and even 
perish, in suck a dwelling. 

Halt of the ill-health of women over that of 
men must be charged to the indoor life which 
forbids them ihe life-giving influence of heav- 
en's free, pure hir und sunshine. 

Our houses want more windows, larger chim- 
neys, more transoms, more grate fires in winter, 
and less poisonous furnaces. It is to the stoves 
within our owa bodies, fed by abundance of 
fresh airAthat we must look for bealthfulest 
heat, and not so much to the stoves whose por- 
fous iron plates offer so little resistance tq the 
deadly carbonic acid gas. We make our honses 
‘comfortable at the expense of therr bealthfulnaecss 
when we shut out God's sunsbine and pure air. 
Letter, in this respect, the wind-@earched hovel 
of the poor than the padded bomes of luxury 
and weaith. 

— 2 17 should our slesping - rooms be made 
larger, an better ventilated. Better the 
open window and the night air, often so fooltsh- 
ly dreaded, than the slow poisoning which the 
bad air gives, and which leaves the sleeper to 
awake weak and unrefresved by his sluimbers. 
No more s¢erioqus mistake is made in our bouse- 
building than that of the small bed-chambers. 
Sanitary science says that these apartments 
should be the largest, sunniest, and atriest of all 
in the house. Let them never be on the ground 
tioor, and lot the bed be rolled at night into the 
middie ot the room, so that the air may move 
freely around the sleepers. 

IMPURE DRINKING-WATER. 

The common drinking-water of thousands of 
families is filled with foulness and the seeds of 
disease. In the country places the wells are 
frequently so shallow as to be supplied with the 
mere surface of water, filled with orgauic mat- 
ter wasbed from the soil. As tbe summer heats 
and droughts diminish the supply, the family 
continue to use the dregs until no 
more can be dipped from the muddy bottom, 
and often till some, to them, unaccountable 
disease aeizes upon several members of the 
family in quick succession. In the villages, the 
wells are commonly placed near the kitchen 
door, for convenience sake, and the slops and 
washings from the kitchen are thrown on the 
ground clase by, to filter into the well with but 
little change in their condition. In many other 
ways the drinking water of the family is ren- 
dered impure, and typhoid fever, or some other 
filth diseape tollows — naturally as barvest 
comes from secd-sowin | 

It ougbt to be urged with a tireless tongue 
that a plentiful Loupply. of good, pure drinking 
water is one of rst und most important 
conditions of health for man or beast. And 
whenevet any member of a family 1s siezed by any 
form of zymotic or filth disease, the water supply
